British Court Decides People Need 
Not Pay for Thle Instruction. 


London.—A decision given by the 
court of appeals leaves the question 
of religious education in Great Brit­ 
ain in a peculiar position. Tho educa­ 
tion 
act of 
1902 was Intended to 
compel local authorities to pay for 
religious instruction in the voluntary 
schools, and led 
to 
the 
notorious 
"passive resistance” movement under 
which numbers of nonconformists re­ 
fused to pay the rates levied to cover 
this expenditure for church schools. 
In the meantime the county council 
of the west riding of Yorkshire 
re­ 
fused to pay teachers for the time 
devoted by them to religious instruc­ 
tion. 
The board of education then 
sought the assistance of the courts in 
the matter, with the result that the 
court of appeals decided iu favor of 
the Yorkshire council. 
lf this decision should be upheld 
by the house of lords, whither the 
case now will be carried. It will prac­ 
tically accomplish by a stroke what 
the bill now in parliament of August­ 
ine Birrell, president of the board of 
education, aims at, and, furthermore, 
it possibly may enable a large num­ 
ber of "passive resisters’' to bring ac­ 
tion for false imprisonment. 
The entire trouble appears to 
be 
due to the careless drafting of the 
bill in 1902.

WORLD’S DEEPEST SHAFTS. 


Three of Them in the Copper Coun­ 
try of Michigan. 


i n 


Marquette, 
Mich.—The 
Michigan 
copper country possesses the world’s 
three deepest vertical mining shafts. 
The deepest of these is No. 3 at the 
North Tamarack property, its meas­ 
urements being 5,200 feet. 
To the 
south at a distance of 4,000 feet is the 
No. *5 shaft of the 
same 
company. 
This ranks as the second deepest ver­ 
tical shaft on the globe, its measure­ 
ments being 5,080 feet from the collar 
to the bottom level. 
Second only to these great openings 
is the Red Jacket shaft of the Calumet 
& Hecla company, 
which is 
down 
4,900 feet and in which 
the 
copper 
lo^e was not encountered until 
a 
depth of 3.300 feet had been attained. 
The deepest incline hliaft in the world 
is the No. 4 of the Calumet & Hecla. 
This shaft itself from the collar to 
the lowest level is sunk on the plane 
of the lode for a distance 
of 8,100 
feet, while from a drift at the bottom 
a winze extends downward 190 feet 
to the boundary of the property, giv­ 
ing a measurement of 8,290 feet from 
surface, No. 4 shaft passes by the 
Red Jacket shaft 
at the 
flfty-sixtb 
level.

GROWING GREATER DAILY 


Ch'cago, 111., Sept 11.—Secret mem- 


oranda covering illegal transactions in 
the Stensland bank were found Monday 
by pol'ce Inspector Shippey among the 
effects of F.ank Kowaiski, the teller 
who killed himself following the expos- 
ure of the bank's condition. 


The record kept by Kowaiski, it is al- 


ledged, indicates appaiently that in less 
than a year Henry W. Heunj, the im- 
prisoned cashier, personally obtainc d 
§110,800 of the money deposited by 
the same means adopted by Stensland 
in his systematic looting of the vaulU. 
In four months, by the use of "cash 
tickets," 
which he placed in the 


drawer, he obtained $6,000 more, ac- 
cording to Kowalski's schedule, and in 
another month $5,000. 


The discoveiv of Kowalski's telltale 


figures was a result of the opening 
yesterday of a w.ooden cupboard in one 
of the bank vaults that had remained 
unnoticed since Bank Examiner Jones 
took charge of the institution on Aug. 
4. When it was forced open in the 
presence of the attorneys, Joseph Wis- 
senbach and Jacob W. Leob, repre- 
senting Receiver Fetzer, a large bun- 
dle of forged notes was found, the ex- 
istence of which had never been sus- 


j pected, and, which will increase mater- 
ially, it is believed, the totil amount 
| stolen from the bank. In addition, 


i there was a memorandum in the hand- 


I writing of Henry W. Her.ng, which

| of Paul O. Stensland's forgeries, which 


h i left beh'nd him when he fled fr om 
Chicago.

TAKBt RELIGION PROM SCHOOLS. 


British Court Decides . People Need 


Net Pay for This Instruction. 


London.—A decision given by the 


court of appeals leaves the question 
ot religious education in Great Brit- 
ain in a peculiar position. The educa- 
tion act ot 1902 was Intended to 
compel local authorities to pay for 
religious instruction in the voluntary 
schools, and led to the 
notorious 


"passive resistance" movement under 
which numbers of nonconformists re- 
fused to pay the rates levied to cover 
this expenditure for church schools. 
In the meantime the county council 
of the west riding of Yorkshire re- 
fused to pay teachers for the time 
devoted by them to religious instruc- 
tion. 
The board ot education then 


sought the assistance of the courts in 
the matter, with the result that the 
court of appeals decided in favor of 
the Yorkshire council. 


If this decision should be upheld 


by the house of lords, .whither the 
case now will be carried, it will prac- 
tically accomplish by a stroke what 
the bill now in parliament of August- 
ine Blrrell, president of 'the board of 
education, aims at, and, furthermore, 
it possibly may enable a large num- 
ber of "passive registers" to bring ac- 
tion for false imprisonment. 


The entire trouble appears to be 


due to the careless drafting ot the 
bill in 1902.

The deepest of these is No. 3 at the 
North Tamarack property, its meas- 
urements being 6,200 feet. 
To the 


south at a distance of 4,000 feet Is the 
No. *5 shaft of the 
same company. 


This ranks as the second deepest ver- 
tical shaft on the globe, Its measure- 
ments being 5,080 feet from the collar 
to the bottom level. 


Second only to these great openings 


Is the Red Jacket shaft of the Calumet 
& Hecla company, 
which is down 


4,900 feet and In which the 
copper 


lo^e was not encountered until

depth of 3,300 feet had been attained.

Simple Exercises and Constant Watch- 


fulness Practically All That Is 


Needed for Success. 


"If you would be really good look- 


Ing, hold your mouth correctly," says 
an expert ou woman's beauty. "It ts 
the feature which controls the entire 
expression of the face, and without 
the knowledge of how 
to use 
tho 


muscles of the mouth there isn't a 
single person whose good looks will 
not be marred the moment the face 
becomes animated. 


"Isn't it true that If you have re- 


marked once you have 
a hundred 


times, how unattractive certain good- 
looking women appear the instant 
they open their lips to speak? 
The 


formation of the mouth is, of course, 
the underlying cause of this, but it is 
the way in which the flexible bows 
are held that Is responsible for the 
disappointing change. Women should 
study how to make their lips expres- 
sive, and they cannot only prevent a 
handsome countenance from becom- 
ing ordinary, but they can alter the 
entire character of a homely face. 


"First learn to make the lips limber. 


Certain singing exercises are helpful 
to this end, and they should be prac- 
ticed every morning for a week or 
two until the lips 
become 
elastic. 


One exercise is to pronounce the sep- 
arate vowels In turn 10 or 15 times, 
bringing the lips well forward and 
away from the teeth as far us pos- 
sible, for each letter. Another, and 
this is renlly better than the first, 
uses the repeated pronunciation of the 
two syllables—oh—wee.

ward.

The Selection of the .Right Ones e 


Great Importance. 


The selection of garden toola avail 


able for a man who wants to do 
things right Is now an extremely va- 
ried one. 
He may have as compli- 


cated paraphernalia as the golf player 
If he chooses. There are all kinds ol 
pushing and pulling hoes, and weed' 
ers, wheel hoes and horse tools. It la 
hardly practicable for any man to run 
the whole gamut, even it expense is 
no object to him. The fact la that 
many of the tools are adapted only to 
special crops or special solla. 
Still, 


the up-to-date gardener will certain- 
ly provide himself with . a consider- 
able number of these helps, and from 
day to day he will employ that one 
best adapted to do the task in hand, 


In the mere matter of hoes there 


have been improvements. As a rule, 
the blade of the modern hoe is made 
thinner and lighter than formerly. In 
fact, one of the most conspicuous dif- 
ferences between those regions which 
still practice a semi-civilized kind of 
agriculture and those in which the 
most advanced ideas are held, Is this 
difference In the 
weight 
of hoes. 


Wherever one flnda . the big, clumsy, 
eight-pound hoe in use, he may decide 
at once that all forms of agriculture 
are still laboring In the depths of Ig- 
norance and superstition. For garden 
work, a 
hoe is especially desir- 


able. Those forms with narrow blades 
are usually better than those with 
wide blades. In a few places one is 
able to buy hoes from which the up- 
per corners of the blades have been 
cut away, leaving a sharp angle at the 
outer end of the blade. This Is a great 
convenience in hoeing small 
crops, 


such as lettuce, beets, carrots, etc. 
The sharp point at the corner of the 
hoe is particularly convenient for get- 
ting in close about the small plants 
ind removing weeds from the rows 
whore the plants stand 
thickly to- 


gether. 


There are still some gardeners, and 


many general farmers, who do not 
Know what a scuffle hoe Is, says 
the 


Country Gentleman. It Is barely pos- 
sible that there are some farms on 
which the scuffle hoe will be a super- 
fluous tool, but it is hard to imagine, 
what the circumstances of those farms 
would be. A scuffle hoe will work on 
very stony or very trashy ground, but 
everywhere else it will do good serv- 
ice. 
For the best work the soil must 


be smooth, level, free from stones and 
grass, and in first-class condition. This 
Is the proper, and one might say the 
ordinary, condition of garden land. 
Wherever such crops as beets, man- 
gels, parsnips, carrots, onions and the 
like, are grown in narrow rows, the 
scuffle hoe is a great labor-saver. 


There are several different types of 


the scuffle hoe, but as a rule the sim- 
ple ones arc better. A very popular 
sort has a toe or gauge running ahead 
:>f the knife-blade. Hy this contrivance 
sne Is able to gauge more accurately 
the depth to which the blade cuts. 
The same contrivance helps also In 
steering the hoe and In giving it a 
steady motion. Considerable practice 
Is required to do the best kind ot 
work with this implement, but it is

The Selection of the .Right Ones of 


Great Importance. 


The selection of garden tools avail- 


able for a man who wants to do 
things right is now an extremely va- 
ried one. 
He may have! as compli- 


cated paraphernalia as the golf player 
If he chooses. There are all kmas of 
pushing and pulling hoes, and weed 
ers, wheel hoes and horse tools. It la 
hardly practicable for any man to run 
the whole gamut, even if expense is 
no object to him. 
The fact is that 


many of the tools are adapted only to 
special crops or special soils. Still, 
the up-to-date gardener will certain- 
ly provide himself with . a consider- 
able number of these helps, and from 
day to day he will employ that one 
best adapted to do the task In hand. 


In the mere matter of hoes there 


have been improvements. As a rule, 
the blade of the modern hoe is made 
thinner and lighter than formerly. In 
fact, one of the most conspicuous dif- 
ferences between those regions which 
still practice a semi-civilized kind of 
agriculture and those in which the 
most advanced ideas are held, is this 
difference in the 
weight of hoes. 


Wherever one finds the big, clumsy, 
eight-pound hoe in use, he may decide 
at once that all forms of agriculture 
are still laboring In the depths of ig- 
norance and superstition.

TAKBt RELIGION PROM «CHOOLS. 


British Court Decide* People Need 


Not Pay for This Instruction. 


London.—A decision given by the 


court of appeals leavea the question 
of religious education in Great Brit- 
ain in a peculiar position. The educa- 
tion act of 1902 was Intended to 
compel local authorities to pay for 
religious instruction in the voluntary 
schools, and led to the 
notorious 


"passive resistance" movement under 
which numbers of nonconformists re- 
fused to pay the rates levied to cover 
this expenditure for church schools. 
In the meantime the county council 
of the west riding of Yorkshire re- 
fused to pay teachers for the time 
devoted by them to religious instruc- 
tion. 
The board ot education then 


sought the assistance of the courts in 
the matter, with the result that the 
court of appeals decided in favor of 
the Yorkshire council. 


If this decision should be upheld

tion for false imprisonment. 


The entire trouble appears to be 


due to the careless drafting ot the 
bill in 1902.
